The Admiralty late last night issued 
the following report regarding the 
bombardment of the Turkish forts by 
‘the Anglo-French fleet: 
, “The operations in the Dardanelles 
were resumed at 11 o'clock Monday 
morning, when the Triumph, Ocean 
and Albion entered the straits and at- 
tacked fort No. 8, and the batteries 
at White Cliff. The fire Was réturned 
by the forts and also by field gtins 
and howitzers. 

“An air reconnaissance made by 
naval seaplanes in the evening brought 
the report that several new gun posi- 
tions had becn prepared by the enemy 
but that no guns were erected in them. 
The seaplanes also located surface 
mines. 

“During Monday night a force of 
mine sweepers covered by destroyers 
swept within a mile and a half of 
Cape Kephez, and their work which 
was carried out under fire, is reported 
to have been excellent. The casual- 
ties sustained during the day were 
slight, amounting to only six wounded. 

“Four of the French battleships 
operated off Dulair and bombarded 
the batteries and communications, 

“The operations at the entrance of 
the straits, already reported, have re- 
sulted in the destruction of nineteen 
guns, ranging from six to eleven 
inches, eleven guns below six inches, 
four Nordenfelt guns and two search- 
lights. The magazines of forta Nos, © 
and 3 also have been demolished, 

“A further report states that on 
Tuesday the Canopus, Swiftsure and 
Cornwallis fort No. &, 
heavy fire was opened on them, by 
fort No. 9, together with field bat- 
teries. and howitzers.

Strain my ears to perceive that they 
were all talking, but in very subdued 
‘tones. An English dinner crowd is 
‘mever noisy, of course, but never be- 
‘fore have I heard in a restaurant 
#Uuch quiet as this. The mood of Eng- 
tand was in it, I think. They are 
S0img about the accustomed motions 
of life, but their hearts and their 
thoughts are in Flanders. 

The scenes of war keep shifting, 
even here in the capital. Two days 
ago Tommies in plain khaki, High- 
landers in bare knees crowded the 
streets. Today there is only a sprink- 
J ding of soldiers, and the officers are 
. Jess prominent about the hotels and 
cafes. By this, and by this alone, we 
‘know that there has been a movement 
iof troops. The newspapers never 
‘mention such a fact; even the fami- 
‘ilies of the soldiers get no news 
sagdyance. We only knew that they 
‘were here yesterday and are here no 
smiore, just as in the early days the 
regiments vanished into the lurid mists 
of war. We may not even know what 
this or that regiment has been doing 
on the line. The censor cuts out all 
‘mention of individual commanders. 

VANISHED CANADIANS. 


' The Canadians have vanished of 
‘late, whether to the line or only to 
camp 1 cannot say. The Americans 
‘in London regret for their own sake 
‘the passage of these strapping, lively 
‘young colonial volunteers. Only an 
expert can tell a Canadian from en 
‘American of the United States, any- 
way. These were largely western 
‘Canadians, and as such own brothers 
to our westerners.

London, I take it, is in two minds 
about these exuberant children of the 
empire. The Londoner doesn't know 
whether to indulge them or to be 
shocked by them. Some have ex- 
pressed the opinion that when these 
amazing Canadians get to the line 
they'll ruin all discipline; and most 
of the hymorous cafe tales of the day 
center around their performances. A 
Canadian passed an English officer; 
he took no notice of the uniform. The 
officer, being a stickler, stopped hin. 

“My man, What do you do when 
you pass one of your own officers?” 
he asked. 

“Slap him on the back and ask him 
im for a drink,” said the Canadian.

In the new country of 
the soul which they enter nothing 
really matters. Danger grows inci- 
Gental. It isn’t bravado which makes 
them drop offhand and unemotionally 
suclp phrases as “That shell accounted 
for the two fellows beside me,” or 
“The snipers were dropping bullets all 
around me as I walked back.” j 


EFFECT ON THE ENGLISH. 


This process has had a queer effect 
upon the Englishman. He is a senti- 
mentalist at bottom, I think, but he 
celebrated British reserve. Your 
Briton customarily regards all display 
of emotion as indecent. To hear 
Americans “gush" gives him an un- 
easy feeling. But your Englishman 
just from the line, be he officer or 
Private, reveals his inner self in a 
manner most shocking to the British 
sense of decorum. 

“Makes sentimentalists of us all,” 
said a returned chaplain yesterday. 
“I keep a phonograph at my quarters. 
I took over a lot of concert hall songs, 
thinking to cheer them up a bit—and 
‘Annie Laurie.’ They don’t want the 
rest, but they have kept me playing 
‘Annie Laurie’ until the record is 
cracked. They sit and listen to it 
with their heads on one side and their 
eyes looking far away. I'm taking 
back a set of the mushiest records I 
can find in all London.” 

This same chaplain confessed to a 
freak of war psychology to which I 
hear testimony on all hands. He had 
been all his life a diarist and he 
thought when he went to the line that 
he might keep an invaluable record 
of all he saw. He had to give it up. 
Somehow, after the first week he 
couldn’t bear to put it on paper—he 


| didn’t know why. All the writers who 


have seen anything of this war know 
the same phenomenon. We have to 
lash ourselves to the task of writing. 
The thing is so tremendous, even when 
realized at second-hand: the 
and emotions succeed each other so 
rapidly that mere language seems 
pifling—Just piffiing. 


ECONOMICS. 


The economic state of England, as 
one gets manifestations of it here and 
there, appears curious. One gets it 
only by little signs. Over that, as over 
everything else, hangs the fog of war. 
America must know already that the 
rise in the price of staple foods has 
become a subject of parliamentary in- 
quiry. On the other hand, food luxu- 
ries, as ever since the beginning of the 
war, have been very low in price. 
That is because the great number of 
middle-class people. who depend up- 


on interest from stocks, bonds and 
shares for their income, have been 
hardest hit, proportionately, of all 
classes, and they are retrenching. The 
enlistment of working men has taken 
care, IT am told, of unemployment; the 
general average of unemployed is 
lower, they say, than for several 
years. There is one conspicuous ex- 
ception—domestic service. The mid- 
die-class families have been discharg- 
ing servants fast. Further, the Bel- 
gian refugees are in competition with 
Pnglish maids. You can get a Bel- 
gian woman servant now for littlé 
more than her board. 

The English tradesman, however. is 
sitting tight. secure in the faith that 
the war will soon be over and that 
prices will return to their old level 
with the coming of better times. So 
far as my superficial observation goes 
the retrenchment among all classes, 
the tendency to spend only on neces- 
sities, has not brought down the price 
of unperishabie luxuries. I had heard 
that antiques were going at “ridicu- 
lous” prices. That being my own 
form of insanity. I tried the antique 
shops. There were the same old 
pieces of genuine Empire, doubtfully 
genuine Sheraton and undoubtedly un- 
genuine Chippendale—at the same old 
prices. YI seemed to be the only pos- 
sible buyer in sight: then, too, my 
American accent probably suggested 
great wealth to the clerks. At any 
rate, I gave up my price hunting after 
two or three stores through fatigue; 
the clerks were so eager for my money 
that they almost blocked the exits. 
But none of them suggested any re- 
duction in prices. 


THE ZEPPELIN PERIL. 


London seems now to be taking the 
Zeppelin peril calmly; after all, you 
cannot spend your days and nights 
worrying about a danger which does 
not arrive. Then, too, late events 
have tended to rcassure the public 


mind. When the bombs were dropped 


on Sandringham and vicinity there 
was much debate as to whether the 
attackers were Zeppelins, old-fash- 
joned dirigibles or aeroplanes. The 
War Office, in answer to a pariia- 
mentary inquiry. has registered the 
opinion that they were Zeppelins. A 
late interview by Count Zeppelin, 
caught here on the fly, has confirmed 
that opinion. Now the bomb-drop- 
ping tn this raid was so inaccurate,

Reuter’s Athens corespondent says, 
“the allied fleet has destroyed the 
batteries of Kilid Bahr and Kana Kale 
and arrived near Dardanelles. There 
are more than 100,000 Turks on the 
Gallipoli coast under Issad Pasha. The 
village of Yenishahr is reported to| 
have been destroyed by fire.”’ 

A Reuter dispaatch from Athens, | 
dated March 2, says: 

“The bombardment was resumed 
this morning at 10 o'clock, when 
fifty-two ships entered the straits. 
Four battleships bombarded the Turk- 
ish positions on the Gulf of Saros. At 
noon the shelling was redoubled in 
violence for two hours. The results 
are not yet known. 

“Allied detachments which landed

DOUBTS SUCCESS

eritic of the Berliner Tageblatt, to be 
“rather weak.” 

He says that the destruction of all 
the fortifications on both sides of the 
straits would not permit passage of 
the fleet or an invasion by land, since 
it would be necessary to free the wa- 
ters of mines and subdue the Turkish 
land forces.

Yesterday, according to the Rus- 
sian official account, the Austrians de- 
livered furious attacks between the 
San and Ordawa Rivers, only to. be 
thrown back as they were in their pre- 
vious efforts, while the Germans made 
several fruitless attempts around 
Koziouwka and Rojanka, at the latter 
point losing two companies, which 
were surrounded and annihilated. 


LOSSES ARE HEAVY. 


No estimates have been published 
of the losses sustained by the Ger- 
manic armies in their efforts to break 
through the Russian lines at these 
Places, but they are believed to have 
been very large, as the Russian posi- 
tions were almost impregnable. 

Regarding the Austrians’ attempt 
to outflank the Russians in Eastern 
Galicia, two Russian official reports 
have stated that the Austrians suffered 
a severe reverse and they lost in pri- 
soners alone more than 6000 men. 
The ‘itussians also captured a num- 
ber «f guns and a large quantity of 
transport material. 

On the other extreme, in North 
Poland, the Germans have either as- 
sumed the defensive or are retiring, 
except at Ossowetz, where they con- 
tinue to bombard the fortress. Berlin 
reports unofficially that at this point 
the Germans have succeeded in silenc- 
ing two forts. Their attempt to ap- 
proach the city, however, has been 
repulsed by the Russians. 

The Germans, while claiming suc- 
cess near Augustowo, where they cap- 
tured 1500 prisoners from among the 
Russian forces who tried to cross the 
Bobr River. admit that they have 
withdrawn their advance guards south 
of Myszyniec and that the Russians 
have been feeling their way forward 
to the northwest of Przasnysz. 

The fact geems to be that the Rus- 
Sians are advancing along the whole 
northern line, but. very slowly because 
of the mud which impedes the move- 
ment of guns and transport wagons. 
They have been able to reinforce their 
armies at every threatened point and 
are now considered to be in as good a 
position as the Germans, who have 
left their railways behind them. 


ON THE WEST. 


So far as the west is concerned, the 
French offensive in the Champagne 
region continues to be the outstanding 
feature of the campaign. The French 
troops have now reached the highest 
points on the ground north of Perthes 
and Beausejour and must be drawing 
near positions from which they will be 
able to shell the bratech railway that 
runs to the rear of the German line 
and maintains commnanication between 
the German forces before Rheims and 
Verdun, 

There has been fighting at—other 
points, but none to compare. in im- 
portance with that in Champagne. 

With the allied fleet again bombard- 
ing the Dardanelles and the Russians 
pushing their offensive in the Cau- 
cusus, the near east is again coming 
into the limelight. The Russians 
have scored a distinct success by the 
capture of the Turkish port of 
Khopa, on the Black sea, from which 
the Turkish army in the Caucasus 
drew part of its supplies. 

Unofficial reports say that besides 
the ships which entered the Dar- 
danelles and are bombarding the inte- 
rior forts some of the fleet are throw- 
ing shelis overland into the Gulf of 
Saros, so that the Turkish garrisons 
fire from two 
sides. The Turks are concentrating 
strong forces fox the defense of Con- 
stantinople, and the Balkan states 
are watching the operations with in- 
tense interest. The success or failure 
of the allies’ attempt fo open the 
straits means much to the Balkan 
nations,

The end of the long and bitter fight 
over the government ship purchase 
bill came late today in the midst of 
consideration of the war claims bill in 
the Senate. Senator etcher, who 
had led the champions of the meas- 
ure, anncunced the surrender to the 
opposition after Senator Weeks of 
Massachusetts had given notice that

Senator Weeks recalled the scenes 
that attended the long filibuster by 
rising behind a huge pile of books and 
papers and launching into another 
speech against the bill. He announced 
that he would speak for an hour or 
two, and read the names of twenty- 
four other Republican Senators who 
were prepared to discuss the subject. 
FLETCHER SHOWS SENBE. 


Senator Fletcher interrupted and 
after reiterating arguments in favor of

The war risk bureau already has felt 
compelled to raise its rates on insur- 
ance to German ports because of the 
sinking of the American ships Carib 
and Evelyn, and it is now confronted 
with the problem of how to meet the 
situation resulting from the declara- 
tion of the allies that commercial in- 
tercourse by sea between Germany 
and the outside world will be stopped. 

Experts in international law pointed 
out tonight that if a blockade actu- 
ally had been declared the bureau 
would not be in an embarrassing posi- 
tion, for its policies contain clauses de- 
signed to relieve the government of 
risk where a vessel or qurgo carrying 
insurance is seized in attempting to 
run a blockade. 

Under the announced plan of the 
allies, however, it was said that if 
an American cargo of cotton or other 
non-contraband article should be seized 
and detained, the government might 
be held liable for the insurance. 

The action of private insurance un- 
derwriters in New York in specifying 
that they shall be exempt from liabil- 
ity on account of seizure by the ships 
of the allies hardly can be adopted 
by the government bureau. It was ar- 
gued that a step of this sort would 
practically mean that the goverrment 
was not anxious to take any risks of 
the kind which shippers are most de- 
sirous of having cared for. 

One of the first problems that have 
arisen here in connection with the dec- 
laration of an embargo on commerce 
with Germany involves cotton con- 
tracted for before the announcement 
of the prohibition was made by Eng- 
land.

Threat of Obregon Causes 
Alarm in Washington. 


Anarchy the Ruling Factor in 
Poor Mexico City. 


Some Incendiary Talk by 
Carranza’s General. 


[BY A P. NIGHT WIRE) 

WASHINGTON, March 3. — The 
State Department protested today to 
Gen. Carranza against alleged “incen- 
diary statements” made in Mexico 
City by Gen. Obregon regarding the 
food situation there. Although Gen. 
Obregon made public announcement 
that he would withdraw his troops at 
the first signs of hunger riots, State 
Department advices today said he had 
declined aid from an international re- 
lief committee. 

The situation in Mexico City is at- 
tribdted to the closing of government 
offices, the suspension of industry, the 
isolation of the capital from the out- 
lying country and the sending of food 
supplies to Vera Cruz. 

SUMMARY OF SITUATION. 

State Department reports were 
summarized in this announcement: 

“The department was advised that 
on March 2 the press of Mexico City 
published another statement from 
Gen. Obregon as follows: 

“*At the first attempt at riot I will 
leave the city at the head of my troops 
in order that they may not fire a single 
shot against the hungry multitude, as 
the merchants did not accept the in- 
Vitation which was made to them to 
assist the people and prevent violence.’ 

“This statement appears to be com- 
pletely at variance with the depart- 
ment’s advices from Mexico City con- 
cerning the relief work recently in- 
stituted. It is stated that the Interna- 
tiomal Relief Committee has taken up 
the work with considerable energy and 
that it has met with a hearty response 
on the part of the foreigners in gen- 
eral. Two banks alone have subscribed 
125,000 pesos. The press of Mexico 
City states that on March 1 a member 
of the Relief Committee appointed 
Obregon to ask that certain facilities 
be given the committee in the way of 
railroad transportation to bring in the 
much-needed staple articles and his 
answer was that ‘The Mexican people 
did not require any help from for- 
eigners’ and consequently the commit- 
tee’s request was turned down. 

“It is reported that as far as can 
be judged, the present conditions in 
Mexico have been brought about by 
the closing of governmental offices;

AT IT AGAIN. 


GETS MONEY BACKING IN GOTH. 
AM FOR NEW REBELLION. 


New Yorkers are Reported to be 
Financing His Aspirations to Be- 
come President of Mexico by a 
Coup d@’Etat—Yucatan is Selected 
as Place of Starting Campaign. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCIUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

NEW YORK BUREAU OF THR 
TIMES, March 3.—Returning incog- 
nito to New York after a protracted 
absence, Felix Diaz, nephew of Por- 
firio Diaz, for many years President 
of Mexico, arrived here from New 
Orleans three days ago on a revolu- 
tionary mission, and, after receiving 
financial backing to the extent of a 
million or more, will leave for Cuba 
on Saturday preparatory to invading 
Mexico as @ revolutionary candidate 
for the Presidency of Mexico. 

The movements of Diaz in the last 
few months have been shrouded in 
mystery, and his arrival here was 
made known only to his most iptimate 
friends, in order that the nature of 
his mission might not be disclosed. 
It was learned today that Senor Diaz 
was living in the home ef A. Requena 
on West One Hyndred and Thirtieth 
street, near Broadway, where several! 
conferences with two or more promi- 
nent capitalists interested in enter- 
prises in Mexico have been held since 
his appearance in this city. 

It is known among the more prom- 
inent Mexicans who are conversant 
with Senor Diaz's revolutionary de- 
signs that as a result of these secret 
conferences with the capitalists, whose 
names are not divulged, that millions 
were promised to ald his political de- 


tract for $100,000 as a starter, with 
which to purchase needed ammuni- 
tion. 

It ia reported that an order for am- 
munition and rifles has been placed 
with a prominent agent in this city 
and that a large consignment already 
is on its way to Yucatan, which, it is 
said, will be the base of Diaz's revo- 
lutionary operations. 

Although it is undoubted that Diaz 
is meeting with success in his effort

Wefers ran 
the 100, 220 and 440, but stuck to 
those straight running events.

good health. Good health is 

ounded on clean living, and the 
average boy who follows certain rules 
of living can acquire good health, even 
if he has the misfortune to be nat- 
urally frail physically. Good physical 
condition is one of the most important 
things in the make-up of a future big 
league star. 

It does not matter whether you de-| 
sire. to be a piteher, outfielder, in- 
felder or catcher, good health is the 
prime requisite. Of course, not all 
ball players are strong physically. 
Some of the greatest players that the 
game has ever Known have been far 
from robust. I can mention three or 
four players who went to make up the 


old Cub machine who were anything 

but muscular, but who were, and are 

right to this day, great bell players. 
EVERS THIN AS A RAIL. 

Take, for instance, Johnny Evers. 
When Evers first came to the Cubs 
he was as thin as the proverbial rail. 
He looked anything but the great be!! 
player he was destined to become. In 
fact, his appearance wag 80 much 
against him that it handicapped him 
at the start of his career, and I know 
of one manager who declared that he 
Was too emall to ever amount to much 
in the big league. But Evers had an 
abundance of something that niany 
ball players lack. He has a big 
amount ef nerve, and many a brilliant 
game he put up when he was far from 
being what we calh“in form.” 

Evers, naturally, had to take pretty 
good care of himself. He knew it, too, 
and was pretty careful not to abuse 
himself in any wav. There was just 
one thing he would insist on doing 
which | knew was harmful for him. 
He would stuff himself with candy 
at all hours of the day or night when 
it happened to be within his reach. 
He was, and ig yet, inordinately fond 
of chocolate. He would eat a pound 
of it before breakfast if he could get 
it, and many is the time that I had to 
forbid him indulging his appetite for 
sweets, especially just before an im- 
portant series with New York or some 
other team Which was close on our 
heels for pennant honoree. A fan in 
Boston gave Johnny a box of candy 
every day We plaved there, and I 
finally had to put a stop to it, as Evers 
would eat the candy on the bench 
during the game. 

Schulte, Hoffman and Virgil Garvin, 
the pitcher, who is now dead, are 
three great players who could not be 
called by any stretch of the imagina- 
tion “strong men.” Yet, look at the 
way Schulte whaled the ball the year 
he was awarded the Chalmers trophy. 
It was almost a daily occurrence for 
him to “bounce them off” the sign- 
board out in the right-fleld bleach- 
ers. “Combing one” is the quaint way 
Schulte referred to it when he would 
“straighten out’’ a curve or “put the 
wood” to a fast one handed him by 
the opposing pitcher. 

CLEANLINESS IS FIRST RULE. 


One of the first rules that the future 
ball player should lay down for him- 
self ‘is in regard to persona! cleanli- 
nese. Nearly all ball players are 
scrupulously clean. They have to: be. 
After every game the whole team 
breaks for the clubhouse, and for half 
an hour there is the sound of shouting 
and splashing as the players soap 
themselves and stand under the 
shower baths. If a man keeps his 
body clean he will naturally follow 
this up by keeping his linen and un- 
derciothing in the same immaculate 
condition. 

Boys, develop the habit of the daily 
bath. It will send you to school or to 
work feeling twice as fit ag the man 
who bathes irregularly. Keeping your 
body clean and the pores of the skin 
open and healthy is half the battle for 
good “condition” and a strong, vigor- 
ous body. 

And remember this, boys, and don't 
let it escape from your minds for a 
single instant: What one boy or man 
can do doesn’t mean that you also 
ean do it. What I mean is this: Be- 
cause one man smokes cigarettes 
don't think you can do it and still keep 
“in trim.” Smoking is bad for the 
wind. Plenty of lung power is a 
mighty fine thing for anyone, whether 
he be a ball player or not. Ball play- 
ers who have good lungs, or “bellows,” 
as we call them on the ball field, can 
streak it around the bases, stretching 
ordinary two-baggers into three-base 
hits. 

CUT OUT THE CIGARETTES. 


If you want to be a Ty Cobb don’t 
smoke. But if you do smoke, at least 
use tobacco in moderation. 

Here is one of the most important 
rules for a ball player, no matter what 
his expericnce, to follow: Be temper- 
ate in your eating. Gluttony, to my 
mind, is one of the worst sins of the) 
decalogue. The average baseball] fan 
doesn't know it, but Many a great ball 
player has fairly “eaten himself out 
of the big league.” 

Let me give you an example. I am 
not going to mention names, because

no man likes to be publicly branded as 
a glutton. A few years ago a promis- | 
ing ball player broke into the “big.

KEEP UP FIGHT — 
AGAINST SILT. 


Still Seck Federal Aid for 
Harbor Protection. 


Refusal of Money is Merely 
C onditional Act. 


Cumulative Protests Rising; 
Mecting Today. 


Cumulative protests against a con- 
ditional] refusal of the Board of En- 
gineers for Rivers and Harbors, War 
Department, to recommend a Con- 
gressional appropriation of $200,000 
as the first unit of an expenditure of 
$1,700,000 for a diversion dam anc 
canal to carry silt-impregnated flood 
waters away from the harbor, were 
assured yesterday, along with the au- 
thorization of another public hearing 
on the subject. 

“Rest assured that the Board of 
Supervisors will make a protest and 
will use their best efforts to secure 
an appropriation.” said Chairman 
Pridham of that body last night. “TI 
am informed, however, by Capt. 
Ieeds, who has just returned from 
Washington, that the action of the 
board of engineers is not final and 
that the matter will be kept open for 
thirty days to hear protests.” 

That authority to hold a hearing 
on the whole subject in this city is 
now on its wavy to Maj. R. R. Ray- 
mond, Corps of Engineers, U.8S.A., in 


charge of harbor work here, from the 


Board of Engineers for Rivers and 
Harbors, was the gist of a telegram 
received last night from  Congress- 
man Stephens. 

A number of protests against the 
Washington body's tentative action 
will probably be framed this morn- 
ing when the Board of Supervisors, 
the county board of engineers, flood 
eontrol, and the Los Angeles County 
Fleed Control Assoctation are sched- 
uled to meet. The board of engineers 
will meet at 9 o'clock: the flood con- 
trol association at 10 o'cleck, in Patri- 
otic Hall, Hall of Records. The pubtlic 
is welcome. 

“One big flood would probably do 
more damage to the harbor than the 
diversion work would cost,” said 
Maj. Raymond last night in discuss- 
ing the Federal board's action. 

THEIR REASONS. 


Cutting right into the heart of 
flood-contro!l plans as outlined by the 
county board of engineers, the Roard 
of Engineers for Rivers and Harbors 
set forth six reasons why an appro- 
priation of $1,700,000 should not be 
allowed. They are: 

“The value of the lands affected Is 
very great. It is already claimed 
that some of these lands will be seri- 
ously damaged by overfiow and oth- 
erwise. 

“The supply of water for both city 
and irrigation purposes fs a matter of 
great importance in this vicinity and 
it is claimed by some that the diver- 
sion of the river flow willl cause seri- 
ous damage in this respect below the 
point of diversion, and this contention 
may be used as a basis for claims for 
large damages if the execution of the 
project were undertaken. 

“It appears probable that the cost 
of right of way will be greater than 
estimated and that claims for dam- 
ages will arise, leading possibly to 
further large expenditures. No as- 
surance has been given that local in- 
terestsa will co-operate bv furnishing 
the right of wav and guaranteeing 
the United States government against 
claims for damages.

The Mayor's reasons for vetoing the 
ordinance are that it is insufficient. iy.

In disappro, ing 
he suggests to the Council that jt ip- 
corporate the following amendments: 
Eliminating jitmey bus traffic froin 
First to Tenth on Broadway, from 
Temple to Tenth on Spring, and from 
Temple to Tenth on Main streets 
Prohibit passengers from riding on 
the runningboard. 
Increase bond to $19,000. 
Examination of applicants for per- 
mits be handied by an expert under a 
special commission created for the 
purpose of supervision. ; 
No person to drive a bus withqut 
being able to read and write the Eng- 
lish language. 

TEXT OF MESSAGE, 
In the veto message the Mayor said: 
“While the ordinance, in itself, 
shows a careful consideration of the 
great problem presented by this new 
form of transportation, it is, to my 
mind, incomplete and insufficient and 
not fully caleutated to remedy the 
traffic conditions which are confront- 
ine us, together with the additional 
complications which must certainly 
arise. 
“There have been issued since April 
17, 1914. to date, 2093 rent permits 
for automobiles and 2487 public chauf- 
feur licenses. Before the jitney bus 
business started in Los Angeles, the 


total number of automobile permits 
was 350. lt will therefore he

These jitney busses average 130 miles 
per Gay, Which means about sixteen 
une-Way trips during the hours when 


the traffic is heaviest. In round num- 
bers this would mean 11,20» trips 
made by the jitney busses every day 
in the city of Los Angeles. ‘This {s 
equivalent to adding 11,200 Vehicles 


during rush hours to Streets already 
choked and gorged with the necessary 
trafic legitimately appurtenant tro the 
business conducted upon these streets. 
It seems extremely unfair and upjust 
to the merchants and taxpavers of 
these streets to inflict this additional 
burden their thoroughfares 
without their consent, against their 
wisher and greatly to their detriment. 

“For these reasons It suggest that 
the ordinance be so amended as to 
exempt from this burden the follow- 
ing streets:

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JUSTICE 
STOLE FINES. 
Grand Jury May Indict Ex- 


Official of a Near-by Town 
on Charge. 


An indictment charging a 
former justice of the peace of 
a near-by town with embezzling 
public funds may be returned 
by the grand jury this after- 
noon.

While the fin-keeled yacht Yankee 
Girl, reminiscent of the days of Fred 
Dorr, lay snug in Long Beach har- 
bor, lawyers were before Judge Reeve 
yesterday trying to collect a judg- 
ment against Carroll Allen and. the 
United States Fidelity and Guarafitee 
Company on $6000 bond given to re- 
lease the yacht five years ago. 

This sult means another trip of the 
yacht to the Supreme Court, for an 
appeal will be taken whichever way 
the court decides the question. The 
point which the court took under sub- 


or not the yacht has been returned 
under the conditions of the bond. that 
after the final judgment of the Su- 
preme Court, within thirty days the 
yacht must be delivered to San Diego 
harbor. 

Commodore A. J. Mitchell of the 
South Coast Yacht Club. who now 
owns the Yankee Girl and has trans- 
formed the famous vessel, was called 
but he was not permitted to testify 
except that he tried to show that the 
yacht had been redelivered to San 
Diego harbor, pointing to the Sensa- 
tional race with the Edris. after 
which the Yankee Girl lay in the har- 
bor several weeks. 

The suit before Judge Reeve was 
brought by Lawrence Jensen of San 
Diego. He built the yacht for Fred 
Dorr, a broker, who had offices 
through the West. The Yankee Girl 
cost him $26,000. When he failed 
Mr. Jensen brought a mechanic’s lien 
suit against the vacht for about $6000. 
He obtained judgment _ for that 
amount. Meantime the yacht was fitted 
up and sold to A. Santoval, a Mexi- 
— banker and fishing commission- 
alre. 

Mr. Jensen get out an injunction 
to prevent Mr. Santoval from taking 
the vacht out of the harbor of San 
Diego. In order to do so, he com- 
pleted a sale to Mr. Allen and gave 
bonds to the Fidelity for $6000, they 
to deliver her back to him in as good 
condition as she was then. The bond- 
ing company said they had delivered 
the vacht after the Supreme Court 
reversed the first case in 1911. The 
case again went to the Supreme 
Court and was referred back to the 
Appellate Court, which affirmed the 
judgment of the Superior Court 
against Mr. Dorr, finding this amount 
was a lien on the yacht.

R. Lethrop, County Road Commis- 
sioner under whose direction the tm- 
provement of more than 400 miles 
of county highways will be made, has 
returned from a trip through the 
desert to Needles and is a believer in 
the future of the Santa Fe-Needies- 
Grand Canyon highway as a unit of 
the national highway across the con- 
tinent. 

He asserts that the county highway 
across the desert to Needles, a part 
of the National Old Trails route, can 
be made the most scenic boulevard on 


the Coast with the expenditure of 
about $1009 per mile. 

At no place in the 300 miles between 
Los Angeles and Needies would the 
grade be more than 5 per cent., he 
states. The County Highway Commis- 
sioner s00n is to start on the reduc- 
tion of grades through Cajon Pass by 
the survey of a new road. From Sum- 
mit to Needles the road will be im- 
proved to the extent of $125,000 as 
provided in the bond issue.

More than a century azo Poland was in- 
vaded by three neighboring powers (Russia, 
Prussia and Austria) enslaved and erased 
from the maps as a sovereign nation. The 
long, dark days of oppression, of bitter

Yet as a basis 
for calling on the United States to 
bear the burden of cost of an exten- 
sive engineering work, it is assumed 


that such a destructive flood will re- 
cur, on the average, once in five years. 
The board is not satisfied that this 
assumption is well founded. 

“Past experience appears to justify 


the conclusion that the removal of silt 


from Los Angeles Harbor by dredg- 
ing would lead to a smaller expendi- 
ture of Federal funds than the plan 
proposed. 

“It would appear that, if necessary, 
Los Angeles Harbor can be protected 
by works much less extensive than 
those proposed, and that the cost of 
such less extensive work might justifi- 


ably be taken as the measure of United 


States funds to be contributed toward 
a more comprehensive project which 
would accomplish this end, and, in 


addition, afford the more extended pro- 


tection locally desired for agricultural! 
and commercial! enterprises.” 
Contrary to these assumptions, those 


ing members of the County Board of 
Tngineers, Flood Control, stated yes- 
terday that a first-hand knowledge of 
the situation would show that some of 
these reasons are not water tight. 

“Conditions here are not amenable 
to the rules of averages,” said one en- 
gineer.

SINK SURPLUS 
INTO INTERIOR. 


Orange Su Settle 
Roads Controversy. 


Highway Funds A pportioned 
to Many Places. 


Rich Lowlands to be Drained 
Near Westminster. 


{LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

SANTA ANA, March 3.—The long- 
drawn-out controversy over the dis- 
posal of $240,000 surplus in the good 
roads fund was decided today when 
the Board of Supervisors and the 
County Highway Commission came to 
an agreement for the use of the entire 
surplus on interior roads. 

The agreement was reached after it 
was decided to include for improve- 
ment four roads not reported for im- 
provement in the majority recom- 
mendations of Highway Commission- 
ers D. C. Pixley and R. J. McFadden. 
Up to today the Supervisors had two 
reports for consideration, one being 
that of Commissioner W. T. Newland, 
who recommended an additional bond 
issue of $500,000 and the construction 
of a coast boulevard from Seal Beach 
to Serra. 

The other was the report of Com- 
missioners Pixley and McFadden fa- 
voring the paving of the Santa Ana 
canyon road to the Riverside county 
line, a distance of 11.42 miles, build- 
ing six miles from Placentia to Yorba, 
a foothill boulevard from Olive to El 
Modena 5.85 miles in length, a road 
2.50 miles into Yorba Linda, 2.25 
miles north of Stanton, 3.50 miles at 
Tustin, 1.30 miles at Fairview, a mile 
at El Toro and three-fourths of a 
mile at La Habra. 

Various communities took a keen 
interest in the selection of the roads, 
and fifteen or twenty meetings were 
held in various parts of the county 
for making indorsements. The Asso- 
ciated Chambers of Commerce, by a 
17-to-7 vote, indorsed the majority 
report. 

Supervisor T. B. Talbert-and the 
district west of the Santa Ana River 
contended that even if the coast bou- 
levard should be excluded other roads 
there should be built. That plea won 
recognition in the settlement, 
after a conference with the Super- 
visors the Highway Commission at 5 
o'clock this afternoon brought In a 
report that Was immediately adopted. 
That report recommends afl of the 
roads previously recommended by the 
majority of the commission and added 
3.87 miles for a road from Garden 
Grove to Westminster, one mile at 
Wintersburg, a little over half a mile 
at Smeltzer and nine-tenths of a mile 
from Main street past the Santa Ana 
Co-operative Sugar Company. 

While all of the roads cannot be 
built out of the surplus, the Super- 
visors agree to see that whatever is 
needed in addition will be provided 
from the general fund. Contracts for 
paving these roads will be let as 
speedily as possible. 
DRAINING RICH LAND. 


Drainage for 5000 acres of rich low- 
lands in the vicinity of Westminster 
will be provided by a district that is 
being organized. Today the Board of 
Supervisors set April 5 as the time 
for voting upon the formation of the 
district, and for the election of direc- 
tors. There is almost no opposition 
to the proposed improvement.
